Instrumetits of Civilization

Remarkable Address By Woodrow Wilson at Commencement At An-
napolis Friday——Nations of Conquest Have Fallen, Ours Will
Exist as a Nation of Peace

(By Assocluled I’reas)

Annapolls, June 6.-—*1 pray God it
may not be neceszary for our hoys at
Vera Cruz to use any more foree,” de-
clared President Wilson today in an
eddress to graduates of the naval aca-
demy. He spoke before u gathering
of more than 5,000 people, made up
largely of present and future offlcers
of the navy. The president referred
to the American army angd navy as
“the instrurhents of civillzation, not
a8 the lnstruments of aggression.”

“Other nations have been strong” he
safd. “"Other nations have piled wealth
as high as the sky, but they have
come to disgrace beenuse they used
force ani their wealth for the oppres-
glon of mankind and their own ag-
grandizement; and America will not
bring glory o hersell, but disgrace
by following the heaten paths of his-
tory. We must strike out a new path.”

President Wilson sald in part:

“It pught to be one of your thoughts
all the time that you are sample
Amerlcang, not merely sample navy
men, not merely sample soldiers, and
thot you have the polnt of view of
American with regard to her navy and
her army, that she is using them as
the Instrument of clvilizutlon, not as
the instruments of aggression. The
idea of America I8 to serve humanity,
snd every time you let the Sturs and
Stripes free to the wind yon ought to
,realize that you are noi on an errand
ol conquest, but on an errand of ser-
vice.

“What do you think is the lasting
impression that those boys down at
Vera Cruz are golig to leave? They
have had to use some force; I pray

God It may not be necessary for them
to use any more; but do you think thut
the way they fought is going to be the
mort lasting Impression?

The things that show the moral
compulsions of the human consel-
ence, those are the things by which
we have been bullding up civillzatlon,
not by force, and the lasting impres-
slon that those boys are to léave will
be that they exercieed self-control.”

The president prajsed Admiral Flet-
cher, saying he had the qualities of o
statesman, ;

The president left Annapolis this af-
ternoon on board the Mayflower for
Washinglon. He expects to arrive
there tomorrow morning.

The bill Brondens the powers af the
Comml=von o Jequise information
from rullroads and other conimes
rier and preseribes an eldborite syy-
tem of reports, “The Camnnission
would be suthorized by 11 Lil to re-
quire periedical or special roports on
the nnancial condition of rallioads,
balanced statements of receipts and
expenditures in relatfons to eapital ae-
counts, and all other finanfcal trans-
actions,

Before issuing stocks or hWwends, the
bill would rveyuire rollrouds o fie
with the Commisslon a certiileate of
notification, showing 'n  detail the
charucter of the sccurities, the pur-
poses for which they are to he jasuad,
and the dispositlon to be marde of them.
Such certificates the bill maknas publie
record and open to inspection. The
hill would glve the Comunission wide
authority for the sxamination of ihe
hooks of rallronds and would provide
penalties for the concealing of infur-
mation from the Commission.

Glving the Commission authority fo
supérvise {ssues of securlties the bill
sald: Sl al

“It shall be unlawful for any com-
mon carricr subject to the act to reg-
ulate commerce, to fssue any capltal
stock or certificate of stock or any
bond or other cvidence of indehted-
ness or to assutils any oblization as
lessor, guarantor, or surety for the
securitles of any person, natural or
artificial, even though perinitied hy
the authority creating the carrler cor-
poration, exceplt for some purpose
within Its corporate powers necessary
to the proper performance of its ger-
vice for the public and not tending to
impalr the financinl ability of the car-
rier to discharge its duty to the publie,

“It shall likewiss .be unlawful to
Issue any such stocks or bonds for the
purposes heroinbefore mentioned or
for any other purpose unless and until
upon application and after investiga-
tlon in the premises by the Interstate
Commerce Commission of th~ purposes
and use .of the issue and the procecds
thereof, such issue is approved by sald
commission ag nacessary and appro-
priate for the purpose stated, provid-
ed: That nothing hierein shall be con-
strued to Imply any guaranty or oh-
ligation as to such issues cn the part
of the Unitd States.”

The blll exempts from this provision
notes maturing not more: than two
yenrg after thelr issue, when they do
Jot aggrogate more than five per cant
of the outstanding obligations of tie
Issning road.

The measure provides that (he com-
mission, In investigating proposed
stock issues ghall hear the awuthorities
of the states throngh whirh the rul-
road desiving to Issue securities pars-
ea,

The bill carrles n probibition, ef-
fective two years after the hil! becom-
es law, against one director naoting on
more than ona railroad nnder the ju-
risdiction of the commisglon. without
the commission’s approval. It alse
would make It unlawful for auy di-
rector or oflicer of a railrond to profit
by the sale or disposition of stocks
or bonds.

066, exeept those now subject to the
Interstate Comiciree Commission,
shall submit 2nnual reporis, “records
of Its organization, bondholders and
stockholders and financial condition’
to the commigsion. The commission
muiy also designate corporations hav-
fng a caplitalization of less than $5,-
000,000 from whom [t desires reports.
It may call for speciy) reports in addi-
tion to the regular annual statements
required by the bill, and would pro-
vide a penalty of $100 a day for delay
in filing reports. :

be suthorized to investigate and re-
port the fuets relating (o any alleged
violtiong of the anti-trust laws, The
commission would  also  recommend
possible  readjustiments of the basl-
ness of corporations so investigated
in order that they might conduet thelr
businesg in accordanee with the luw.
When the somnilsison finds informa-
tion as to any “unfair competition' or
pravtice in commeren, pot necessarily
constituting a violation of the law,”
